When  the  shadow  cast  by  the  Sun  reaches  the  noon-mark,  set  the  clock  at  Retime  I given in 
calendar  pages  of  this  Almanac.  In  the  column  of  “  Sun  at  Noon-mark,  and  1 1  will  he  exactly 
right  If  a  meridian  line  is  used  instead  of  a  noon-mark,  the  passing  the  lines  by  the  Sun  s 
center  is  the  moment  for  setting  the  clock.  Any  skillful  surveyor  can  make  a  nootemark  or 
meridian  lines  of  small  brass  or  copper  wires  In  doing  so,  he  must  allow  for  the  variation  01 
the  magnetic  needle  from  a  true  or  astronomical  north  and  south  line.

.in  the  calendar  pages.' -  iSr  the  ri^ino  6?  a  «ar,  subtract  fhe-  number  opposite  in  the  right-hand 
column  of'  figures  fro^its^meridiay  passage.,  For  tli'e  setting1 9?,  a>t^r,^cZ^  the  same  number  to 
its  meridian  passage,  ^hosc  marked  {<.  > . . )  rsTcive  in  a  2ircle>  cf  perpetual  apparition,  and  do 
not  rise  nor  set  north  of  the  latitude  of  New  York4405  42/40"),  for  which  latitude  the  semi-diur¬ 
nal  arcs  are  calculated.  The  civil  day  begins  at  midnight,  and  consequently  24  hours  after  mid¬ 
night,  or  12  hours  from  noon,  is  morning  of  the  succeeding  day;  and  more  than  24  hours  from 
noon,  is  evening  of  the  next  day.  From  12h.  to  24h.  from  midnight,  or  from  Oh.  to  12h.  from 
noon,  will  be  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day.  This  table  is  arranged  in  the  order  of  culmination. 

Surveyors  and  Civil  Engineers  may  obtain  the  declination  of  the  magnetic  nee^ 
die  by  observations  on  the  Pole  Star  when  upon  the  meridian,  or  when  at  the  greatest  elongation 
east  or  west.  Polaris  and  other  stars  pass  the  lower  meridian  llh.  58m.  after  iheir  upper  transit. 
To  the  time  of  upper  transit  of  Polaris,  add  5h.  54m.  and  it  gives  the  time  of  greatest  western 
elongation.  If  the  51i.  54m.  be  subtracted  from  the  time  of  upper  transit,  it  will  give  the  time  of 
greatest  eastern  elongation.  Observations  made  at  the  time  of  greatest  elongation  are  less  liable 
to  error  than  those  made  at  the  time  of  transit.  The  mean  distance  of  Polaris  from  the  pole  this 
year  is  1°  22'  23.37".  To  find  its  azimuth  for  any  latitude,  take  from  18.3795504  the  logarithmic  co¬ 
sine  of  the  latitude,  and  the  remainder  is  the  logarithmic  sine  of  the  azimuth.

/  (conjunction;  are  synonymous,  and  mean  that  the  twobodies  are  f<«ir«*each  other  at  the 
time  expressed,  and  that  they  are  then  on  a  line  running  from  the  North  Pole  through  both 
bodies,  aud  have  the  same  right  ascension.  Gb.  elon.  means  greatest  elongation  or  greatest 
apparent  angular  distance  from  the  SrN.

The  above  table  enables  us  to  find  the  planets  throughout  the  year. 

To  Ascertain  tlic  Length  of  tlie  Day  and  Niglit, 

at  anv  time  of  the  year,  add  12  hours  to  the  time  of  the  Sun's  setting,  and  from  the  sum  subtract 
the  time  of  rising,  "for  the  length  of  the  day.  Subtract  the  time  of  setting  from  *2  hours,  and  to 
the  remainder  add  the  time  of  rising  next  morning,  for  the  length  of  the  night.  These  rules  are 
equally  true  for  apparent  time. 

Leap-Year.-Everv  vear  the  number  of  which  is  divisible  by  *  without  a  remainder  is  a 
leap-year,  except  the  las’t  year  of  the  century,  which  is  a  leap-year  only  when  divisible  by  400 
without  a  remainder.  Thus  the  year  1900  will  not  be  a  leap-year. 

The  Asteroids. 

About  114  little  planets,  called  Asteroids,  have  been  discovered  between  the  orbits  of  Mars 
and  Jupiter-  Some  of  them  are  so  small  that  to  call  them  world*  might  seem  inappropriate. 
But  anv  bodv  having  an  orbit,  though  not  larger  than  a  cannon-ball, is  entitled AO  rank  as  a 
world.  Many  such  may  exist  which  will  never  ne  discovered  because  ol  their  littleness.  \  ery 
little  a-t»*roidal  b  dies*  are  revolving  around  the  earth,  a-«  the  moon  does.  The  aerolites,  or 
falling  stones,  are  really  such  asteroids  whose  orbits  cross  the  earth’s  orbit,  or  else  wlndspiraliy 
inward  to  the  earth  as  a  center.

Appropriates  $100,000  to  improve  St.  Mary’s

Chap.  XXXV.  —  Judicial  Districts.  —  Di¬ 
vides  Virginia  into  two  judicial  districts. 

Chap.  XXXVIII.—  Indians.— Provides  for 
the  sale  of  the  Stockbridge  Reservation  in  Wis- 
|  consul,  and  the  removal  of  the  Indians  to  an- 
j  other  location. 

Chap.  XL \  .—Smuggling. — Amends  the  Act 
to  Prevent  Smuggling,  with  especial  reference  to 
the  Canadian  frontier. 

Chap.  XLVIII. — Indian  Lands. — Provides 
for  the  sale  of  not  more  than  six  townships  of 
the  Menominee  Reservation  in  Wisconsin, 
i  Chap.  L. — Pensions  of  1S12. — Provides  that 

j  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  place  on  the  pen¬ 
sion  roll  the  names  of  the  surviving  officers  and 
enlisted  and  drafted  men,  including  militia  and 
volunteers,  of  the  military  and  naval  service  of 
the  United  States,  who  served  sixty  days  in  the 
war  with  Great  Britain  of  1812,  and  were  honor- 
i  ably  discharged,  and  to  such  other  officers  and 
soldiers  as  may  have  been  personally  named  in 
any  resolution  of  Congress  for  any  specific  serv¬ 
ice  in  said  war,  although  their  term  of  service 
may  have  been  less  than  sixty  days,  and  who  at 
no  time,  during  the  late  rebellion  against  the 
authority  of  the  United  States,  adhered  to  the 
cause  of  the  enemies  of  the  government.  The 
pension  is  $8  per  month  ;  widows  who  have  not 
;  married  again  are  provided  for. 

Chap.  LXII. — District  of  Columbia . — Pro¬ 
vides  a  government  for  the  District,  making  it 
;  substantially  a  regular  Territory.  The  governor 
and  secretary  are  appointed  for  four  years  by 
the  President,  confirmed  by  the  Senate ;  there 
Is  a  Legislature  consisting  of  a  Council  of  eleven 
1  members,  and  a  House  of  Delegates  of  twenty- 
two  members.  (This  Act  was  put  in  effect  early 
in  the  summer.) 

Chap.  LXVII .—Bridge  over  the  Missouri. — 
Authorizes  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
to  issue  bonds  for  building  a  bridge  at  or  near 
Omaha ,  Congress  may  regulate  tolls  and  fares 
for  the  bridge. 

Chap.  LXVIII.— Selling  Military  Reserva-

tions. — Provides  for  surveying  and  putting  in 
market  the  military  lands  of  Fort  Lane  and 
Walla  Walla  in  Oregon,  Fort  Zarah  in  Kansas, 
Camp  Garry  in  Nevada,  Fort  Sumner  in  New 
Mexico,  Forts  Jessup  and  Sabine  in  Louisiana, 
Forts  Wayne  and  Smith  in  Arkansas,  Fort  Aber¬ 
crombie  on  the  Red  River  of  the  North,  and  part 
of  Fort  Bridger  in  Wyoming. 

Chap.  XCIX. — Protection  of  the  Right  of  ; 
Suffrage. — (This  act  is  effective  only  when  ; 
members  of  Congress  are  to  be  chosen.)  Fraud¬ 
ulent  registration  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  j 
using  force,  or  bribery,  or  in  any  way  hindering 
a  legal  voter  from  registering,  tampering  with 
the  registering  officers,  knowingly  registering 
one  not  entitled  to  vote,  making  or  using  false 
papers,  or  doing  any  unlawful  act  to  impede  or 
falsify  the  registry,  is  declared  a  crime,  punish¬ 
able  by  the  penalties  named  in  the  act  of  May 
81, 1870.  (See  Tribune  Almanac  for  1871,  pages 
20-21.)  In  towns  of  over  20,000,  upon  written 
application  of  two  citizens,  the  Judge  of  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  shall,  ten  days  be¬ 
fore  registration  or  election,  appoint  two  citizens 
for  each  election  district,  of  different  political 
parties,  who  shall  be  known  as  supervisors  of 
election.  These  supervisors  must  attend  the 
registration,  where  there  is  any,  to  challenge  j 
suspected  persons,  scrutinize  the  books  of  regis¬ 
tered  names,  sign  their  names  to  each  page  I 
thereof,  and  do  any  lawful  act  to  preserve  the  ! 
purity  of  the  registration.  They  are  also  to  j 
attend  the  polls  whenever  members  of  Congress 
are  to  be  chosen,  to  challenge  any  one  whose 
right  to  vote  is  not  clear,  to  remain  with  the 
ballot  boxes  until  the  canvass  is  fully  made,  to 
scrutinize  the  way  in  which  the  books  and  tal¬ 
lies  are  kept  and  the  voting  done  ;  “and  to  the 
end  that  each  candidate  for  the  office  of  re¬ 
presentative  or  delegate  in  Congress  shall  obtain 
the  benefit  of  every  vote  for  him  cast,  the  said 
supervisors  of  election  are,  and  each  of  them  is, 
hereby  required,  in  their  or  his  respective  elec¬ 
tion  districts  or  voting  precincts,  to  personally 
scrutinize,  count,  and  canvass  each  and  every 
ballot  in  their  or  his  election  district  or  voting 
precinct  cast,  whatever  may  be  the  indorsement 
on  said  ballot,  or  in  whatever  box  it  may  have 
been  placed  or  be  found ;  to  make  and  forward 
to  the  officer  who, .in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  thirteen  of  this  act,  shall  have 
been  designated  as  the  chief  supervisor  of  the 
judicial  district  in  which  the  city  or  town  where¬ 
in  they  or  he  shall  serve  shall  be,  such  certifi¬ 
cates  and  returns  of  all  such  ballots  as  said  ' 
officer  may  direct  and  require,  and  to  attach  to 
the  registry  list,  and  any  and  all  copies  thereof, 
and  to  any  certificate,  statement,  or  return, 
whether  the  same,  or  any  part  or  portion  there¬ 
of,  be  required  by  any  law  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  any  State,  territorial,  or  municipal  law, 
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any  statement  touching  the  truth  or  accuracy  of 
the  registry,  or  the  truth  or  fairness  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  and  canvass,  which  the  said  supervisors  of 
election,  or  either  of  them,  may  desire  t:>  make 
or  attach,  or  which  should  properly  and  honestly 
be  made  or  attached,  in  order  that  the  facts  may 
become  known,  any  law  of  any  State  or  Terri¬ 
tory  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.”  The 
1  supervisors  are  to  select  such  places  in  the 
registering  or  voting  room  as  may  best  enable 
them  to  see  and  know  how  the  business  is  con¬ 
ducted,  any  State  or  local  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  They  will  report  any  molesta¬ 
tion  or  obstruction  offered  to  them  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duty  to  the  chief  supervisor 
'  of  the  judicial  district,  who  will  apply  for  the 
proper  remedy.  In  large  cities,  the  United  Slates 
Marshal  may  appoint  two  special  deputies  in 
each  election  district  to  assist  the  supervisors, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  special  deputies, 
to  keep  the  peace,  and  support  and  protect  the 
1  supervisors  of  elections  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  preserve  order  at  such  places  of  registra¬ 
tion,  and  at  such  polls,  prevent  fraudulent  re¬ 
gistration  and  fraudulent  voting  thereat,  cr 
iraudulent  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  officer  of 
:  election,  and  immediately,  either  at  said  place 
of  registration  or  polling-place,  or  elsewhere, 
and  either  before  or  after  registering  or  voting, 
to  arrest  and  take  into  custody,  with  or  without 
process,  any  person  who  shall  commit,  or  at¬ 
tempt  or  offer  to  commit,  any  of  the  acts  cr 
offenses  prohibited  by  this  act,  or  the  act  here¬ 
by  amended,  cr  who  shall  commit  any  offense 
against  tne  laws  of  the  United  States:  Provided, 
That  no  person  6hall  be  arrested  without  pro 
!  cess  for  any  offense  not  committed  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  marshal  or  his  general  or  special 
|  deputies,  or  either  of  them,  or  of  the  supervisors 
of  election,  or  either  of  them,  and,  for  the  pur- 
:  poses  of  arrest  or  the  preservation  of  the  peace, 
the  supervisors  of  election,  and  each  of  them,  j 
I  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  marshal’s  deputies, 

I  or  if  required  to  assist  said  deputies,  have  the 
I  same  duties  and  powers  as  deputy  marshals : 
i  And  provided  further ,  That  no  person  shall, 
on  the  day  or  days  of  any  such  election,  be  ar- 
'  rested  without  process  for  any  offense  committed 
on  the  day  or  days  of  registration.  Persons  ar¬ 
rested  must  be  taken  before  a  commissioner, 
judge,  or  a  court  of  the  United  States.  Any 
i  person  obstructing  or  refusing  to  assist  the 
1  supervisors  in  their  legitimate  duties,  or  inter¬ 
fering  in  any  W3y  improperly  with  the  super¬ 
visors  or  deputy  mashals,  is  “liable  to  instant 
:  arrest  without  process,  and  on  conviction  to  net 
!  more  than  two  years  imprisonment,  or  $-3,000 
j  fine,  or  both  ;  and  he  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the 
prosecution.”  Refusal  to  answer  proper  ques- 
!  tions,  or  refraining  from  answering,  or  giving 
false  information,  is  a  misdemeanor,  to  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  30  days  imprisonment,  or  $100  fine,  or 
both,  and  the  offender  shall  pay  the  costs  of  pros- 
1  ecution.  Supervisors  an  I  deputy  marshals  duly 
|  sworn  in.  who  neglect  or  refuse  to  act  without 
lawful  excuse,  arc  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  with 
penalty  of  six  to  twelve  months  imprisonment,  or 
$200  to  $500  fiue,  or  both.  Marshals  resisted  in 
making  arrests,  may  call  on  the  bystanders  cr 
the^o^fl  comitatus  for  aid.  One  United  States 
commissioner  in  each  judicial  district  is  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Circuit  Court  Chief  Supervisor 


of  Elections  for  such  district,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
provide  books,  forms,  &c.,  and  prepare  instruc-  • 
tions  for  the  supervisors,  receive  their  reports, 
kc.  The  supervisors  and  deputy  marshals  have 
$5  per  day  for  actual  duty,  but  not  to  exceed 
ten  days  for  any  one  registration  or  election.  All 
suits  arising  under  this  act.  are  to  he  brought  in, 
cr  removed  to  the  L  ni ted  btates  courts.  All 
votes  for  represeuta’ives  in  Congress  shall  here¬ 
after  be  by  written  or  printed  ballot,  any  law  cf 
any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and 
all  votes  received  or  recorded  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  of  no 
effect.” 

Chap.  C.— Security  of  Life  on  Steam  Ves¬ 
sel*. — Steamers  are  to  have  pipes  attached  to 
the  boilers  to  use  steam  for  putting  out  fire; 
stoves  and  cooking  ranges  to  be  securely  fas¬ 
tened,  and  wood-work  near  them  canefully 
shielded ;  steamers  carrying  50  passengers,  cr  j 
any  passenger  steamer  carrying  cotton,  hay,  or 
hemp,  shall  have  a  double-action  steam  fire- 
pump*  or  equivalent  apparatus  for  throwing 
water,  with  a  pipe  on  each  side  the  vessel  to 
carrv  water  to  upper  decks,  with  sufficient  I1O6C 
to  reach  any  part  of  the  vessel.  Steamers  ex¬ 
ceeding  200  tons  must  have  two  double-acting 
fire-pumps,  to  be  worked  by  hand,  with  hose,  t 
Ac.;  pipes  from  the  pumps  to  the  water  below 
the  ve=sel’s  water-line  must  be  in  order;  no 
loose  hay,  hemp,  cotton,  camphene,  nitro-giyce- 
rine,  naphtha,  benzine,  benzole,  coal  oil,  petro¬ 
leum,  or  other  like  dangerous  articles,  shall  be 
carried  cither  as  freight  or  stores  on  passenger 
steamers.  Careful  regulations  for  carrying  these 
and  other  dangerous  articles  are  made  in  the  act, 
with  heavy  penalties  for  neglect  or  violation  of 
the  rules,  iteamers  are  to  employ  watchmen  at 
night  ;  must  have  small  boats  always  ready  for 
use;  also  life  preservers,  fire-buckets,  water 
barrels  or  tanks,  axes,  convenient  stairways, 
clear  gangways,  ample  space  for  deck  passea-  , 
gers,  wire  tiller-ropes  and  bell  pulls,  and  metal 
speaking  tubes;  $300  penalty  for  neglecting 
these  matters.  The  system  of  inspecting  steam-  I 
ers  is  improved,  and  incompetent  inspectors  are 
removed.  Minnte  directions  for  inspecting  boil- 
j  erSi  engines  and  hulls,  are  enacted,  and  cap- 
1  tains,  chief  males,  engineers,  and  pilots  are  to 
be  licensed.  A  supervising  inspector-general, 
and  supervising  inspectors  for  the  several  dis-  ; 
tricts,  meet  once  a  year  (third  Wednesday  in 
January)  to  further  the  enforcement  of  this  act. 

I  i The  act  goes  Into  minute  directions,  that  are 
unintelligible  to  the  non-professional  reader.) 

Chap.  CV.— Our  National  Centenary  Celt- 
I  bration. — Provides  that  an  exhibition  of  Amer¬ 
ican  and  foreign  arts,  products,  and  manufac¬ 
tures  shall  be  held,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  in  the  year  1ST6.  A  commission 
to  consist  of  not  more  than  one  delegate  from 
each  Slate  and  Territory,  whose  functions  shall 
continue  until  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  shall 
be  constituted,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare 
and  superintend  the  execution  of  a  plan  for 
holding  the  exhibition,  and,  after  conference 
with  the  authorities  of  Philadelphia,  to  fix  upon 
a  suitable  site  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
where  the  exhibition  shall  be  held.  Said  com¬ 
missioners  shall  be  appointed  within  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  President  of 
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the  United  States,  on  the  nomination  of  the  gov¬ 
ernors  of  the  States  and  Territories  respectively. 
In  the  same  manner  there  shall  be  appointed 
one  commissioner  from  each  State  and  Territory 
of  the  United  States,  who  shall  assume  the  place 
and  perform  the  duties  of  such  commissioner  or 
I  commissioners  as  may  be  unable  to  attend  the 
I  meetings  of  the  commission.  The  commission 
1  shall  hold  its  meetings  in  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia.  The  commission  shall  report  to  Congress 
at  the  first  session  after  its  appointment  a  suita¬ 
ble  date  for  opening  and  for  closing  the  exhibi- 
|  tion;  a  schedule  of  appropriate  ceremonies  for 
I  opening  or  dedicating  the  same  ;  a  plan  or  plans 
i  of  the  buildings  ;  a  complete  plan  for  the  recep- 
l  tion  and  classification  of  articles  intended  for 
exhibition ;  the  requisite  custom-house  regula- 
I  tions  for  the  introduction  into  this  country  of  the 
articles  from  foreign  countries  intended  for  ex- 
liibition ;  and  such  other  matters  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  important.  No  compensation 
I  for  services  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners 
i  or  other  officers  provided  by  this  act  from  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  the  United 
States  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  expenses  at¬ 
tending  such  exhibition,  or  by  reason  of  the 
same.  Whenever  the  President  shall  be  informed 
by  the  governor  of  Pennsylvania  that  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings,  and  for  the  exclusive  control  by  the 
commission  of  the  proposed  exhibition,  the 
President  shall  make  proclamation  of  the  same, 
setting  forth  the  time  at  which  the  exhibition  will 
open  and  the  place  at  which  it  will  be  held ;  and 
he  shall  communicate  to  the  diplomatic  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  all  nations  copies  of  the  same,  to¬ 
gether  with  such  regulations  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  commissioners,  for  publication  in  their 
!  respective  countries. 

Chap.  C X.— Bridges  over  the  Mississippi 
and  the  Missouri. — The  Louisiana  and  Mis¬ 
souri  Railroad  Company  may  bridge  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  at  the  city  of  Louisiana ;  and  the  same 
company  may  bridge  the  Missouri  near  Glasgow. 
The  bridges  to  be  not  less  than  fifty  feet  above 
the  water,  or  draw-bridges,  as  preferred.  They 
arc  to  be  post-roacte. 

Chap.  CXYI. — Claims  of  Loyal  Citizens. — 
The  second  section  of  the  Army  Appropriation 
|  bill  provides  for  a  board  of  three  commission- 
i  ers,  io  be  appointed  by  the  President,  who  shall 
i  consider  the  justice  and  validity  of  such  claims 
j  as  shall  be  brought  before  them,  of  those  citizens 
:  who  remained  loyal  adherents  to  the  cause  and 
the  government  of  the  United  States  during  the 
|  war,  for  stores  or  supplies  taken  or  furnished 
during  the  rebellion  for  the  use  of  the  army  of 
the  United  States  in  States  proclaimed  as  in  in¬ 
surrection  against  the  United  States,  including 
the  use  and  loss  of  vessels  or  boats  while  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States.  The  board  sits  in  Washington,  and  pro- 
vision'is  made  for  their  guidance  ;  they  must  re¬ 
port  fully  upon  all  claims  presented. 

Ceap.  CXXII. — Texas  Pacific,  Railroad. — 
This  act  names  certain  persons  “  who  are  hereby 
j  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and 
j  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Texas 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  by  that  name 
I  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
■  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 


equity  within  the  United  States,  and  may  make 
and  use  a  common  seal :  and  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lay  * 
out,  locate,  construct,  furnish,  maintain,  and 
enjoy  a  continuous  railroad  and  telegraph  line, 
with  the  appurtenances,  from  a  point  at  or  near 
Marshall,  county  of  Harrison,  Texas ;  thence  by 
the  most  direct  and  eligible  route,  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  said  company,  near  the  thirty-second  ; 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  to  a  point  at  or  near  | 
El  Paso  ;  thence  by  the  most  direct  and  eligible 
route,  to  be  selected  by  said  company,  through  j 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  to  a  point  on  the  Rio  |B 
Colorado,  at  or  near  the  southeastern  boundary  j 
of  California ;  thence  by  the  most  direct  and  ; 
eligible  route  to  San  Biego,  California,  to  ship’s  j 
channel,  in  the  bay  of  San  Biego,  California,  i 
pursuing  in  the  location  thereof,  as  near  asmay  j 
be,  the  thirty-second  parallel  of  north  latitude,  ' 
and  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers,  privi-  \ 
leges,  and  immunities  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  purposes  of  this  act.”  The  capital 
stock  is  not  to  exceed  $50,000,000,  in  shares  of  ; 
$100.  Right  of  way,  and  alternate  sections  of 
public  land,  ar.e  granted,  with  the  usual  provi¬ 
sions  for  conveyance,  sale,  &c.  The  face  value 
of  bonds  issued  by  the  company  shall  be  one 
thousand  dollars  in  gold,  and  shall  be  redeema¬ 
ble  at  such  times,  and  to  bear  such  rate  of  inter¬ 
est,  payable  semi-annually  in  gold,  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  directors.  The  total  value  of 
the  construction  bonds  to  be  issued  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  thirty  thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  said  • 
railroad,  and  the  total  face  value  of  the  land 
bonds  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  acre  for  all  lands  mortgaged;  the  total 
amount  of  each  to  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  directors.  The  road  shall  be  constructed  of 
iron  or  steel  rails  manufactured  from  American  j 
ore,  except  such  as  may  have  heretofore  been  I 
contracted  for  by  any  railroad  company  which  1 
may  be  purchased  cr  consolidated  with  by  the  j 
company  hereby  incorporated.  The  company  ; 
shall  commence  the  construction  of  its  road 
simultaneously  at  San  Diego,  California,  and 
from  a  point  at  or  near  Marshall,  Texas,  and  so 
prosecute  the  same  as  to  have  at  least  fifty  con-  I 
secutive  miles  of  railroad  from  each  of  said  1 
points  complete  and  in  running  order  within  two  , 
years  after  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  to  so  | 
continue  to  construct  each  year  thereafter  a 
sufficient  number  of  miles  to  secure  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  line  from  the  aforesaid  point 
on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Texas  to 
the  bay  of  San  Biego,  California,  within  ten  , 
years  after  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  upon 
failure  to  so  complete  it,  Congress  may  adopt 
such  measures  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper  to  secure  its  speedy  completion.  The 
road  is  to  be  a  military  and  post-route.  Other 
railroads  may  cross  or  connect  with  this  one. 

Chap.  CXXiV. — Redemption  of  Small 
Coins. — Provides  for  the  redemption  at  the 
Treasury  Bepartment  of  copper,  bronze  and 
nickel  coins,  when  presented  in  sums  of  not  less 
than  $20. 


RESOLUTIONS. 

No.  7. — San  Domingo. — The  President  to 
appoint  three  commissioners,  to  serve  without 
pay,  who  shall  ascertain  and  report  the  political 
state  and  condition  of  the  Republic  of  Bominica, 
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the  probable  number  of  inhabitants,  and  the 
desire  and  disposition  of  the  people  of  the  said 
republic  to  become  annexed  to  and  to  form  part 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States;  the  phys¬ 
ical,  mental  and  moral  condition  of  the  said 
people,  and  theirgeneral  condition  as  to  material 
wealth  and  industrial  capacity;  the  resources 
of  the  country;  its  mineral  and  agricultural 
products;  the  products  of  its  waters  and  forests ; 
the  general  character  of  the  soil;  the  extent 
and  proportion  thereof  capable  of  cultivation  ; 
the  climate  and  health  of  the  country  ;  its  bays, 
harbors  and  rivers;  its  general  meteorological 
character,  and  the  existence  and  frequency  of 
remarkable  meteorological  phenomena;  the 
debt  of  the  government,  and  its  obligations, 
whether  funded,  and  ascertained, and  admitted, 
or  unadjusted  and  under  discussion  ;  treaties  or 
engagements  with  other  powers;  extent  of 
boundaries  and  territory  ;  what  proportion  is 
covered  by  foreign  claimants  or  by  grants  or 
concessions,  and  generally  what  concessions  or 
franchises  have  been  granted,  with  the  names 
of  the  respective  grantees ;  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  on  which  the  Dominican  government 
may  desire  to  be  annexed  to  and  become  part 
of  the  United  States  as  one  of  the  Territories 
thereof;  such  other  information  with  respect  to 
the  said  government  or  its  territories  as  to  the 
said  commissioners  shall  seem  desirable  or  im¬ 
portant  with  reference  to  the  future  incorpora¬ 
tion  of  the  said  Dominican  republic  into  the 
United  States  as  one  of  its  Territories. 

No.  28. —  Transporting  Food  to  Europe. — 
The  President  is  authorized  to  cause  to  be  sta¬ 
tioned  at  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia, 
if  the  same  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the 
public  service,  one  or  more  of  our  naval  vessels, 


to  be  there  held  in  readiness  to  receive  on  board 
for  transportation  such  supplies  as  may  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  people  of  the  United  States  for 
the  destitute  and  suffering  people  of  France  and 
Germany. 

No.  48. — j Bridge  over  the  Wabash — Au¬ 
thorizes  the  Chicago  and  Illinois  Southern  Rail¬ 
road  Company  to  bridge  the  Wabash  in  White 
County,  III. ;  to  be  a  drawbridge,  or  if  not,  at  a 
height  that  will  not  interfere  with  navigation. 


PROCLAMATIONS. 

No.  13. — Neutrality. — This  is  the  usual  cau¬ 
tion  against  interference  in  the  war  between 
Germany  and  France. 

No.  14.— Fenianifiin. — After  reciting  the 
operations  of  the  Irish  leaders,  in  projecting  an 
invasion  of  Canada,  the  proclamation  con¬ 
cludes  :  “  Now,  therefore,  I.  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
President  of  the  United  btates  of  America,  do 
hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  all  persons 
hereafter  found  within  the  territory  or  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States  committing  any  of  the 
afore-recited  violations  of  law,  or  any  similar 
violations  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  United 
States  for  which  punishment  is  provided  by 
lafr.  will  be  rigorously  prosecuted  therefor,  and, 
upon  conviction  and  sentence  to  punishment, 
will  not  be  entitled  to  expect  or  receive  the 
clemency  of  the  executive  to  save  them  from 
the  consequences  of  their  guilt;  and  1  enjoin 
upon  every  officer  of  this  government,  civil  or 
military  or  naval,  to  use  all  efforts  in  his  power 
to  arrest,  for  trial  and  punishment,  every  such 
i  offender  against  the  laws  providing  for  the  per¬ 
formance  of  our  sacred  obligations  to  friendly 
.  powers.”

Chap.  XXII. — Enforcing  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment. — This  act  provides  that  any  per¬ 
son  who,  under  color  of  any  law,  statute,  ordi¬ 
nance,  regulation,  custom,  or  usage  of  any  State, 
shall  subject  any  person  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  to  the  deprivation  of  any 
rights,  privileges  or  immunities  secured  by 
the  Constitution,  shall,  any  such  law.  statute, 
ordinance,  regulation,  custom,  or  usage  of  the 
State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  be  liable 
to  the  party  injured  in  any  action  at  law,  suit 
in  equity,  or  other  proper  proceeding  for  re¬ 
dress;  such  proceeding  to  be  prosecuted  in  the 
several  district  or  circuit  courts  of  the  United 
States,  with  and  subject  to  the  same  rights 
of  appeal,  review  upon  error,  and  other  rem¬ 
edies  provided  in  like  cases  in  such  courts, 
and  the  other  remedial  laws  of  the  United  States 
which  are  in  their  nature  applicable  in  such 
cases  That  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  con¬ 
spire  together  to  overthrow,  or  to  put  down,  or  to 
destroy  by  force  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  levy  war  against  theL'nited  States, 
or  to  oppose  by  force  the  authority  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment,  cr  by  force,  intimidation,  or  threat  to 
prevent,  hinder,  or  delay  the  execution  of  any 
law  of  the  United  States,  or  by  force  to  seize, 
take,  or  possess  any  property  of  the  United 
i  States  contrary  to  the  authority  thereof,  or  by 
|  force,  intimidation,  or  threat  to  prevent  any 


person  from  accepting  or  holding  any  office  of 
trust  or  place  of  confidence  under  the  United 
States,  or  from  discharging  the  duties  thereof, 
or  by  force,  intimidation,  or  threat  to  induce 
any  officer  of  the  United  States  to  leave  any 
State,  district,  or  place  where  his  duties  as  such 
officer  might  lawfully  he  performed,  or  to  injure 
him  in  his  person  or  property  on  account  of 
his  lawful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  or 
to  injure  his  person  while  engaged  in  the  lawful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  to  injure 
his  property  so  as  to  molest,  interrupt,  hinder, 
or  impede  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duty,  or  by  force,  intimidation,  or  threat  to  de- 
ter  any  party  or  witness  in  any  court  of  the 
L'nited States  from  attending  such  court,  or  from 
testifying  in  any  matter  pending  in  such  court 
fully  .freely,  and  truthfully,  or  to  injure  any 
such  party  or  witness  in  his  person  or  property 
on  account  of  his  having  so  attended  or  testified, 
or  by  force,  intimidation  or  threat  to  influence 
the  verdict,  presentment,  or  indictment  of  any 
juror  or  grand  juror  in  any  court  of  the  Lnited 
States,  or  to  injure  such  juror  in  his  person  or 
property  on  account  cf  any  verdict,  present- 
mentor  indictment  lawfully  assented  to  by  him, 
cr  on  account  of  his  being  or  having  been  such 
juror,  or  shall  conspire  together,  or  go  in  dis¬ 
guise  upon  the  public  highway  or  upon  the  prem¬ 
ises  of  another  for  the  purpose,  either  directly  or 
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indirectly,  of  depriving  an}'  person  or  any  class 
of  persons  of  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  or 
of  equal  privileges  or  immunities  under  the  laws, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or  hindering  the 
constituted  authorities  of  any  State  from  giving 
or  securing  to  all  persons  within  such  State  the 
equal  protection  of  the  laws,  or  shall  conspire 
together  for  the  purpose  of  in  any  manner  im¬ 
peding,  hindering,  obstructing,  or  defeating  the 
due  course  of  justice  in  any  State  or  Territory, 
with  intent  to  deny  to  any  citizen  of  the  United 
States  the  due  and  equal  protection  of  the  laws, 
or  to  injure  any  person  in  his  person  or  his  prop¬ 
erty  for  lawfully  enforcing  the  right  of  any  per¬ 
son  or  class  of  persons  to  the  equal  protection  of 
the  laws,  or  by  force,  intimidation,  or  threat  to 
prevent  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  lawfully 
entitled  to  vote  from  giving  his  support  or  ad¬ 
vocacy  in  a  lawful  manner  towards  or  in  favor 
of  the  election  of  any  lawfully  qualified  person 
as  an  elector  of  President  or  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gress  of  the  United  States,  or  to  injure  any  such 
citizen  in  his  person  or  property  on  account  of 
such  support  or  advocacy,  each  and  every 
person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
high  crime,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any 
district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  or 
district  or  supreme  court  of  any  Territory  of  the 
United  States  having  jurisdiction  of  similar  of¬ 
fences,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than 
five  hundred  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  or  by  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labor,  as  the  court  may  determine,  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  six 
years,  as  the  court  may  determine,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  the  court  shall 
determine.  And  if  any  one  or  more  persons  en¬ 
gaged  in  any  such  conspiracy  shall  do,  or  cause 
to  be  done,  any  act  in  furtherance  of  the  object 
of  such  conspiracy,  whereby  any  person  shall  be 
injured  in  his  person  or  property,  or  deprived 
of  having  and  exercising  any  right  or  privilege 
of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  the  person  so 
injured  or  deprived  of  such  rights  and  privileges 
may  have  and  maintain  an  action  for  the  recov¬ 
ery  of  damages  occasioned  by  such  injury  or 
deprivation  of  rights  and  privileges  against  any 
one  or  more  of  the  persons  engaged  in  such  con¬ 
spiracy,  such  action  to  be  prosecuted  in  the 
proper  district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United 
States,  with  and  subject  to  the  same  rights  of 
appeal,  review  upon  error,  and  other  remedies 
provided  in  like  cases  in  such  courts  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  April  ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  entitled  “  An  act  to  pro¬ 
tect  all  persons  in  the  United  States  in  their 
civil  rights,  and  to  furnish  the  means  of  their 
vindication.”  That  in  all  cases  where  insurrec¬ 
tion,  domestic  violence,  unlawful  combinations, 
or  conspiracies  in  any  State  shall  so  obstruct  or 
hinder  the  execution  of  the  laws  thereof,  and  of 
the  United  States,  as  to  deprive  any  portion  or 
class  of  the  people  of  such  State  of  any  of  the 
rights,  privileges,  or  immunities,  or  protection, 
named  in  the  Constitution  and  secured  by  this 
act,  and  the  constituted  authorities  of  such  State 
shall  either  be  unable  to  protect,  or  shall,  from 
any  cause,  fail  in  or  refuse  protection  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  such  rights,  such  facts  shall  be  deemed  a 
denial  by  such  State  of  the  equal  protection  of 
the  lay^s  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the 


Constitution  of  the  United  States ;  and  in  all 
such  cases,  or  whenever  any  such  insurrection, 
violence,  unlawful  combination,  or  conspiracy 
shall  oppose  or  obstruct  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  due  execution  thereof,  or  impede 
or  obstruct  the  due  course  of  justice  under  the 
same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  take  such  measures,  by  the 
employment  of  the  militia  or*  the  land  and  naval 
forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either,  or  by 
other  means,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
suppression  of  such  insurrection,  domestic  vio¬ 
lence,  or  combinations ;  and  any  person  who 
shall  be  arrested  under  the  provisions  of  this 
and  the  preceding  section  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  marshal  of  the  proper  district,  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law.  That  whenever  in  any 
State  or  part  of  a  State  the  unlawful  combina¬ 
tions  named  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  organized  and  armed,  and  so  numerous 
and  powerful  as  to  be  able,  by  violence,  to  either 
overthrow  or  set  at  defiance  the  constituted  au¬ 
thorities  of  such  State,  and  of  the  United  States 
within  such  State,  or  when  the  constituted  au¬ 
thorities  are  in  complicity  with,  or  shall  connive 
at  the  unlawful  purposes  of,  such  powerful  and 
armed  combinations  ;  and  whenever,  by  reason 
of  either  or  all  of  the  causes  aforesaid,  the  con¬ 
viction  of  such  offenders  and  the  preservation  of 
the  public  safety  shall  become  in  such  district 
impracticable,  in  every  such  case  such  combina¬ 
tions  shall  be  deemed  a  rebellion  against  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  and  during 
the  continuance  of  such  rebellion,  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  district  which  shall  be  so  under  ; 
the  sway  thereof,  such  limits  to  be  prescribed  by  j 
proclamation,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  when  in  his  judgment  the 
public  safety  shall  require  it,  to  suspend  the 
privileges  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus ,  to  the 
end  that  such  rebellion  may  be  overthrown: 
Provided ,  That  the  President  shall  first  have 
made  proclamation,  as  now  provided  by  law, 
commanding  such  insurgents  to  disperse.  That 
any  person  or  persons,  having  knowledge  that 
any  of  the  wrongs  conspired  to  be  done  and  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act  are  about 
to  be  committed,  and  having  power  to  prevent 
or  aid  in  preventing  the  same,  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  so  to  do,  and  such  wrongful  act  shall  be 
committed,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  lia¬ 
ble  to  the  person  injured,  or  his  legal  represen¬ 
tatives,  for  all  damages  caused  by  any  such 
wrongful  act  which  such  first-named  person  or 
persons  by  reasonable  diligence  could  have  pre¬ 
vented  :  and  such  damages  may  be  recovered  in 
an  action  on  the  case  in  the  proper  circuit  court 
of  the  United  States,  and  any  number  of  persons 
guilty  of  such  wrongful  neglect  or  refusal  may 
be  joined  as  defendants  in  such  action:  Pro¬ 
vided ,  That  such  action  shall  be  commenced 
within  one  year  after  such  cause  of  action 
shall  have  accrued;  and  if  the  death  of  any 
person  shall  be  caused  by  any  such  wrongful 
act  and  neglect,  the  legal  representatives  of 
such  deceased  person  shall  have  such  action 
therefor,  and  may  recover  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars  damages  therein,  for  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  the  widow  of  such  deceased  person,  if 
any  there  be,  or  if  there  be  no  widow,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  next  of  kin  of  such  deceased 
person. 
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TITE  TREATY,  OF  WASHINGTON. 

This  Treaty  'with'  Great  Britain,'  signed  at 
Washington,  May  8, 1871,  ratified  on  the  17th  of 
June,  and  proclaimed  by  President  Grant  on  the 
4th  of  July,  provides  for  the  amicable  settle¬ 
ment  of  all  points  of  difference  between  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  and  Great  Britain,  more  especially  in 
the  matters  of  the  “  Alabama  claims”  and  the 
Canadian  fisheries.  We  give  all  that  is  neces- 
Farj'  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  intent  of 
the  treaty. 

*  TTIE  ALABAMA  CLAIMS. 

“  Whereas  differences  have  arisen  between 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  and  still 
exist,  growing  out  of  the  acts  committed  by  the 
several  vessels  which  have  given  rise  to  the 
claims  generally  known  as  the  4  Alabama 
claims’:  And  whereas  Her  Britannic  Majesty 
has  authorized  her  High  Commissioners  and 
Plenipotentiaries  to  express,  in  a  friendly  spirit, 
the  regret  felt  by  Her  Majesty’s  Government  for 
the  escape,  under  whatever  circumstances,  of 
the  Alabama  and  other  vessels  from  British 
ports,  and  for  the  depredations  committed  by 
those  vessels : 

“  Now,  in  order  to  remove  and  adjust  all 
complaints  and  claims  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  provide  for  the  speedy  settlement 
of  such  claims,  which  are  not  admitted  by  Her 
Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  the  High  Con¬ 
tracting  Parlies  agree  that  all  the  said  claims, 
growing  out  of  acts  committed  by  the  aforesaid 
vessels  and  generally  known  as  the  4  Alabama 
claims,’  shall  be  referred  to  a  Tribunal  of  Arbi¬ 
tration  to  be  composed  of  five  Arbitrators,  to  be 
appointed  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to 
say:  One  shall  be  named  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States;  one  shall  be  named  by  Her 
Britannic  Majesty;  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
Italy  shall  be  requested  to  name  one  ;  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Swiss  Confederation  shall  be  request¬ 
ed  to  name  one;  and  Ilis  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  Brazil  shall  be  requested  to  name  one.” 

Provision  is  made  for  filling  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Arbitrators,  who  are  to  meet  at  Gene¬ 
va,  Switzerland,  at  a  convenient  and  early  day, 
“  and  shall  proceed  impartially  and  carefully  to 
examine  and  decide  all  questions  that  6hall  be 
laid  before  them  on  the  part  of  the  Governments 
of  the  United  States  and  Her  Britannic  Majesty 
respectively.  All  questions  considered  by  the 
Tribunal,  including  the  final  award,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Arbitrators. 
Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  also 
name  one  person  to  attend  the  Tribunal  as  its 
agent  to  represent  it  generally  in  all  matters 
connected  with  the  arbitration.” 

Each  side  is  to  have  access  to  all  documents 
referring  to  claims,  and  ample  regulations  are 
made  for  the  times  and  forms  of  procedure. 

4‘ In  deciding  the  matters  submitted  to  the 
Arbitrators,  they  shall  be  governed  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  three  rules,  which  are  agreed  upon  by 
the  High  Contracting  Parties  as  rules  to  be  taken 
as  applicable  to  the  case,  and  by  such  principles 
of  International  Law  not  inconsistent  therewith 
as  the  Arbitrators  shall  determine  to  have  been 
applicable  to  the  case.  A  neutral  Government 
is  bound — 

“ 4  First,  to  use  due  diligence  to  prevent  the 
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fitting  out,  arming,  or  equipping,  within  its  juris¬ 
diction,  of  any  vessel  which  it  has  reasonable 
ground  to  believe  is  intended  to  cruise  or  to  car¬ 
ry  on  war  against  a  Power  with  which  it  is  at 
peace  ;  and  also  to  use  like  diligence  to  prevent  ! 
the  departure  from  its  jurisdiction  of  any  vessel  j 
intended  to  cruise  or  carry  on  war  as  above,  ( 
such  vessel  having  been  specially  adapted,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  within  such  jurisdiction,  to  war¬ 
like  use. 

“ 4  Secondly,  not  to  permit  or  suffer  either  bel¬ 
ligerent  to  make  use  of  its  ports  or  waters  as  the  ; 
base  of  naval  operations  against  the  other,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  the  renewal  or  augmentation 
of  military  supplies  or  arms,  or  the  recruitment 
of  men. 

“ 4  Thirdly,  to  exercise  due  diligence  in  its  own 
ports  and  waters,  and,  as  to  all  persons  within 
its  jurisdiction,  to  prevent  any  violation  of  the 
foregoing  obligations  and  duties.’  J 

4*  Her  Britannic  Majesty  has  commanded  her 
nigh  Commissioners  and  Plenipotentiaries  to  de-  ; 
clare  that  Her  Majesty’s  Government  cannot  as¬ 
sent  to  the  foregoing  rules  as  a  statement  of 
principles  of  International  Law  which  were  In 
force  at  the  time  when  the  claims  mentioned  in  ( 
Article  I  arose,  but  that  Her  Majesty’s  Govern¬ 
ment,  in  order  to  evince  its  desire  of  strengthen¬ 
ing  the  friendly  relations  between  the  two  coun¬ 
tries  and  of  making  satisfactory  provision  for  the 
future,  agrees  that  in  deciding  the  questions  be¬ 
tween  the  two  countries  arising  out  of  those 
claims,  the  Arbitrators  should  assume  that  Her 
Majesty's  Government  had  undertaken  to  act 
upon  the  principles  set  forth  in  these  rules.  And 
the  High  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  observe 
these  rules  as  between  themselves  in  future,  and 
to  bring  them  to  the  knowledge  of  other  mari¬ 
time  Powers,  and  to  invite  them  to  accede  to 
them. 

44  The  decision  of  tbe  Tribunal  shall,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  be  made  within  three  months  from  the 
close  of  the  argument  on  both  sides.  It  shall  be 
made  in  writing  and  dated,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Arbitrators  who  may  assent  to  it.  The 
said  Tribunal  shall  first  determine  as  to  each 
vessel  separately  whether  Great  Britain  has,  by 
any  act  or  omission,  failed  to  fulfil  any  of  the 
duties  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  three  rules,  or 
recognized  by  the  principles  of  International 
Law  not  inconsistent  with  such  rules,  and  shall 
certify  such  fact  as  to  each  of  the  said  vessels. 
In  case  the  Tribunal  find  that  Great  Britain  has 
failed  to  fulfil  any  duty  or  duties  as  aforesaid,  it 
may,  if  it  think  proper,  proceed  to  award  a  sum 
in  gross  to  be  paid  by  Great  Britain  to  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  for  all  the  claims  referred  to  it ;  and 
in  such  case  the  gross  sum  so  awarded  shall 
be  paid  in  coin  by  the  Government  of  Great 
Britain  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
at  Washington,  within  twelve  months  after  the 
date  of  the  award.” 

Each  party  pays  its  own  commissioners  and 
their  expenses.  Record  of  all  proceedings  is  to 
be  kept. 

In  case  the  Tribunal  finds  that  Great  Britain 
has  failed  to  fulfil  any  duty  as  aforesaid,  and 
does  not  award  a  sum  in  gross,  the  Contracting 
Parties  agree  that  a  Board  of  Assessors  shall  be 
appointed  to  determine  what  claims  are  valid, 
and  what  amount  shall  be  paid  by  Great  Britain 
to  the  United  States  on  account  of  the  liability 
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arising  from  such  failure,  as  to  each  vessel,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  extent  of  such  liability  as  decided 
by  the  Arbitrators.  The  Board  of  Assessors 
shall  be  constituted  as  follows:  One  member 
thereof  shall  be  named  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  one  member  thereof  shall  be 
named  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty ;  and  one  mem¬ 
ber  thereof  shall  be  named  by  the  Representa¬ 
tive  at  Washington  of  the  King  of  Italy:  and  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  it  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner.  As  soon  as  possible  after  such  nomi¬ 
nations  the  Board  of  Assessors  shall  be  organ¬ 
ized  in  Washington.  The  members  shall  be 
bound  to  hear  on  each  separate  claim,  if  re¬ 
quired,  one  person  on  behalf  of  each  Government, 
as  counsel  or  agent.  A  majority  of  the  Assessors 
in  each  case  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 
Every  claim  shall  be  presented  to  the  Assessors 
within  six  months  from  the  day  of  their  first 
meeting,  but  they  may,  for  good  cause  shown, 
extend  the  time  for  the  presentation  of  any  claim 
to  a  further  period  not  exceeding  three  mon.hs. 
The  Assessors  shall  report  to  each  Government 
at  or  before  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  their  first  meeting  the  anfount  of  claims 
decided  by  them  up  to  the  date  of  such  report. 

All  awards  are  payable  in  coin,  at  Washing¬ 
ton,  within  twelve  months. 

“  The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to 
consider  the  result  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Tribunal  of  Arbitration  and  of  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors,  should  such  Board  be  appointed,  as  a 
full,  perfect,  and  final  settlement  of  all  the 
claims  hereinbefore  referred  to ;  and  further 
engage  that  every  such  claim,  whether  the  same 
may  or  may  not  have  been  presented  to  the  no¬ 
tice  of,  made,  preferred,  or  laid  before  the  Tribu¬ 
nal  or  Board,  shall,  from  and  after  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Tribunal  or 
Board,  be  considered  and  treated  as  finally  set¬ 
tled,  barred,  and  thenceforth  inadmissible.” 

ALL  OTHER  CLAIMS. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  agree  that  all 
claims  on  the  part  of  corporations,  companies, 
or  private  individuals,  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  upon  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  arising  out  of  acts  committed  against 
the  persons  or  property  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States  during  the  period  between  the  thirteenth 
|  of  April,  1861,  and  the  ninth  of  April,  1S65,  in- 
!  elusive,  not  being  claims  growing  out  of  the  acts 
of  the  vessels  referred  to  in  Article  I  of  this 
Treaty,  and  all  claims,  with  the  like  exception, 
on  the  part  of  corporations,  companies,  or  pri¬ 
vate  individuals,  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Maj¬ 
esty,  upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
arising  out  of  acts  committed  against  the  per¬ 
sons  or  property  of  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  during  the  same  period,  which  may 
have  been  presented  to  either  Government  for 
I  its  interposition  with -the  other,  and  which  yet 
|  remain  unsettled,  as  well  as  any  other  such 
I  claims  which  may  be  presented  within  the  time 
I  specified  in  this  Treaty,  shall  be  referred  to 
|  three  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed — One  shall 
!  be  named  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 

:  one  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  and  a  third  by 
j  the  President  of  the  ^United  States  and  Her 
1  Britannic  Majesty  conjointly.  The  Commission¬ 
ers  shall  meet  at  Washington  at  the  earliest  con¬ 
venient  period ;  and  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
the  investigation  of  the  claims  which  shall  be 


presented.  They  shall  investigate  and  decide 
such  claims  in  such  order  and  such  manner  as 
they  may  think  proper,  but  upon  such  evidence 
or  information  only  as  shall  be  furnished  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  respective  Governments.  They 
shall  be  bound  to  receive  and  consider  all  writ¬ 
ten  documents  or  statements  which  may  be  pre-  , 
sented  to  them  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  respective  \ 
Governments  in  support  of,  or  in  answer  to.  any  I 
claim,  and  to  hear,  if  required,  one  person  on  | 
each  side,  on  behalf  of  each  Government,  as  j 
counsel  or  agent  for  such  Government,  on  each  ! 
and  every  separate  claim.  A  majority  of  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  sufficient  for  an  award  j 
in  each  case.  The  High  Contracting  Parties  | 
hereby  engage  to  consider  the  decision  of  the 
Commissioners  as  absolutely  final  and  conclu¬ 
sive  upon  each  claim  decided  upon  by  them,  and 
to  give  full  effect  to  such  decisions  without  any 
objection,  evasion,  or  delay  whatsoever. 

Claims  are  to  be  presented  within  six  months 
unless  for  satisfactory  reasons,  and  are  to  be 
decided  within  two  years,  payment  of  awards  to 
be  made  within  a  year,  without  interest. 

THE  FISHERIES. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
that  British  subjects  shall  have,  in  common  with 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  the  liberty,  for 
the  term  of  ten  years,  to  take  fish  of  every  kind, 
except  shell-fish,  on  the  eastern  sea-coasts  and 
shores  of  the  United  States  north  of  the  thirty- 
ninth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  on  the 
shores  of  the  several  islands  thereunto  adjacent., 
and  in  the  bays,  harbors,  and  creeks  of  the  said 
sea-coasts  and  shores  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  said  islands,  without  being  restricted  to 
any  distance  from  the  shore,  with  permission  to 
land  upon  the  said  coasts  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  islands  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of 
drying  their  nets  and  curing  their  fish;  pro¬ 
vided  that,  in  so  doing,  they  do  not  interfere 
with  the  rights  of  private  property,  or  with  the 
fishermen  of  the  United  States  in  the  peaceable 
use  of  any  part  of  the  said  coasts  in  their  occu¬ 
pancy  for  the  same  purpose.  It  is  understood 
that  the  above-mentioned  liberty  applies  solely 
to  the  sea  fishery,  and  that  salmon  and  shad 
fisheries,  and  all  other  fisheries  in  rivers  and 
mouths  of  rivers,  are  hereby  reserved  exclu¬ 
sively  for  fishermen  of  the  United  States.  Fish 
oil  and  fish  of  all  kinds  (except  fish  of  the  in¬ 
land  lakes,  and  of  the  rivers  falling  into  them, 
and  except  fish  preserved  in  oil),  being  the  pro¬ 
duce  of  the  fisheries  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  Dominion*of  Canada,  or  of  Prince  Edward’s 
Island,  shall  he  admitted  int«  each  country, 
respectively,  free  of  duty. 

The  Treaty  provides  for  commissions  to  f  et¬ 
tle  any  disputed  poin’s  in  the  matter  of  the  fish¬ 
eries,  and  prescribes  rules  for  their  proceedings. 

RIVER  NAVIGATION. 

The  navigation  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence, 
from  the  forty-fifth  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
where  it  ceases  to  form  the  boundary  between 
the  two  countries,  from,  to,  and  into  the  sea, 
shall  forever  remain  free  and  open  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  commerce  to  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  subject  to  any  laws  and  regulations  of 
Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
not  inconsistent  with  such  privilege  of  free  nav¬ 
igation  The  navigation  of  the  rivers  Yukon, 
Porcupine,  and  S.tikine,  from,  to,  and  into  the 
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sea,  shall  forever  remain  free  and  open  for  the 
purposes  of  commerce  to  the  subjects  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  subject  to  any  laws  and  regulations  ! 
of  either  country  within  its  own  territory,  not 
in  consistent  with  such  privilege  of  free  naviga¬ 
tion. 

It  is  provided  that  efforts  shall  be  made  to 
procure  mutual  privileges  in  navigating  canals 
and  lakes  upon  or  contiguous  to  the  Canadian 
boundaries  ;  also  that  Lake  Michigan  shall  be 
free  to  British  vessels.  Goods  from  Great  Brit¬ 
ain  for  Canada  may  be  carried  through  United 
States  territory  without  paying  duty,  and  the 
same  as  to  goods  through  Canada  for  the  United 
States.  The  Government  of  the  United  States 
may  suspend  the  right  of  carrying  granted  in 
favor  of  the  subjects  of  Iler  Britannic  Majesty 
under  this  article,  in  case  the  Dominion  of  Can¬ 
ada  should  at  any  time  deprive  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States  of  the  use  of  the  canals  in 
the  said  Dominion  on  terms  of  equality  with 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Dominion. 

NORTHWESTERN  B  •USDARY. 

The  unsettled  boundary  between  Washington 
Territory  and  British  Columbia,  in  which  “  the 
Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  claims 
that  such  boundary  line  should,  under  the  terms 
of  the  Treaty  of  June  15,  1846,  be  run  through 
the  Rosario  Straits,  and  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  claims  that  it  should  be  run 
through  the  Canal  de  Haro,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
respective  claims  shall  de  submitted  to  the  arbi¬ 
tration  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  who,  hav¬ 
ing  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  article  of  the 
said  Treaty,  shall  decide  thereupon,  finally  and 
without  appeal,  which  claim  is  most  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  true  interpretation  of  said  Treaty.” 
His  decision  is  to  be  a  full  settlement  of  the 
matter.  Due  provision  is  made  for  presenting 
evidence,  <fcc.,  to  the  Emperor.

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Tiie  consolidation  of  Italy,  so  long  fragmentary  and  impotent,  into  one  powerful  State,  with 
I  Rome  as  its  capital;  the  humiliation  of  France  through  a  series  of  crushing  defeats,  ending  with 
the  siege  and  capitulation  of  her  proud  and  gay  metropolis ;  the  expulsion  of  the  Bourbons  from  |

HOW  TO  ACQUIRE  TITLE  TO  GOVERNMENT  LANDS 
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There  are  two  classes  of  public  Lands  sub¬ 
ject  to  entry:  one  at  $1.25  per  acre,  known  as 
minimum ,  and  one  at  $2.50,  known  as  double 
minimum,  the  latter  being  the  alternate  sec- 
I  tions  along  the  lines  of  railroads.  Title  may  be 
I  acquired  by  purchase  at  public  sale,  or  by  “  pri- 
|  vate  entry,’’  and  in  virtue  of  the  Pre-emption 
'  and  Homestead  Laws. 

At  Public  Sale  lands  are  offered  at  auction 
to  the  highest  bidder,  pursuant  to  proclamation 
or  public  notice. 

Private  Entry. — Lands  subject  to  private 
entry,  are  those  which  have  been  once  offered  at 
.  public  sale  without  finding  purchasers.  In 
I  order  to  acquire  title  to  these  lands,  a  written 
,  application  must  be  made  to  the  Land  Register 
of  the  District  in  which  the  land  is  located,  de- 
i  scribing  the  tract  desired.  The  Register  certifies 
!  the  fact  to  the  Receiver,  stating  price,  and  the 
applicant  then  pays  the  money  and  takes  a  re¬ 
ceipt,  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  the  Register 
and  Receiver  make  return  of  the  sale  to  the 
i  General  Land  Office,  when  a  patent  or  full  title 
j  issues  on  due  surrender  of  the  receipt,  and  will 
I  be  delivered  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser,  at 
the  General  Land  Office  in  Washington,  or  by 
!  the  Register  at  the  District  Land  Office. 

Land  Wcn'rant s. — When  lands  are  to  be  lo¬ 
cated  with  land  warrants,  application  must  be 
made  as  in  cash  cases,  accompanied  by  an  as¬ 
signed  warrant.  When  the  tract  is  $2.50  per 
acre,  $1.25  per  acre  must  be  paid  in  addition  to 
the  warrant.  Receipts  are  given  and  patents 
delivered,  as  in  the  preceding  case.  At  the 
time  of  location,  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  a  40  acre 
warrant,  and  a  corresponding  amount  for  larger 
ones,  must  be  paid  to  the  Register,  and  a  like 
sum  to  the  Receiver. 

Agricultural  College  Scrip.— This  may  be 
used  in  the  location  of  lands  at  private  entry, 
but  is  only  applicable  to  lands  subject  to  entry 
at  $1.25  per  acre,  and  is  restricted  to  a  technical 
“quarter  section,”  and  to  3  sections  in  each 
I  township  of  land.  The  proceeding  to  acquire 
'  title  is  the  same  as  in  cash  and  warrant  cases, 
;  the  fees  being  the  same  as  on  warrants.  This 
scrip  may  be  used  in  payment  of  pre-emption 
claims. 

Pre-emptions. — Any  person  being  the  head 
of  a  family,  or  widow,  or  single  man  over  21 
years  of  age,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
or  a  person  who  has  filed  his  declaration  to  be- 
i  come  such,  by  settling  upon  and  improving  any 
of  the  “offered,”  “ unoffered,”  or  unsurveyed 
lands  of  the  United  States,  may  obtain  a  pre¬ 
emption  right  to  purchase  160  acres  so  occupied, 
at  the  regular  Government  price,  whether  it  be 
$1.25  or  $2  50  per  acre.  Where  the  tract  is 
“  offered  ”  land,  the  settler  must  file  with  the 
District  Land  Office  his  statement  as  to  the  fact 
I  of  settlement,  within  30  days  thereafter,  and 
within  one  year  must  make  proof  to  the  Land 
Office,  of  his  actual  residence  and  cultivation, 
j  and  secure  the  land  by  payment  in  cash  or  Land 
Warrant.  Where  the  land  has  been  surveyed  and 
not  offered  at  public  sale,  the  statement  must  be 
filed  within  three  months  after  settlement,  and 
payment  made  within  21  months.  Where  set¬ 
tlement  is  made  upon  umsurveyed  lands,  the 
settler  is  required  to  file  a  statement  within 
i  three  months  after  the  survey,  and  pay  within 
eighteen  months  thereafter.  No  person  is  en- 
;  titled  to  more  than  one  pre-emption  right. 


The  Homestead  Privilege — The  Homestead 
laws  give  to  every  citizen  the  right  to  a  Home¬ 
stead  of  160  acres  minimum,  or  eighty  acres 
double  minimum.  To  obtain  Homestead,  ap¬ 
plicant  must  swear  that  he  is  the  head  of  a 
family,  or  over  the  age  of  twenty-one,  a  citizen, 
or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  such; 
and  that  the  entry  is  for  bis  exclusive  use  and 
benefit,  and  for  actual  settlement  and  cultiva¬ 
tion.  When  an  applicant  has  made  actual 
settlement  upon  the  land  he  desires,  be  mu6t 
make  affidavit  of  the  fact  before  the  Land  Reg¬ 
ister,  and  pay  fees  amounting  on  160  acres  of 
minimum  land  to  $18,  or  an  equal  sum  for  eighty  , 
acres  of  double  minimum,  for  which  he  gets  a 
receipt ;  and  after  five  years  occupation  and 
cultivation  of  the  land,  he  is  entitled  upon  proof 
of  such  cultivation  to  a  patent  or  full  title  to 
the  Homestead.  Any  loyal  person  in  the  naval  1 
or  military  service  of  the  United  States,  may 
acquire  a  Homestead  by  reason  of  his  family  oc¬ 
cupying  land  and  making  the  application  in  his 
stead.  All  officers,  soldiers  and  sailors,  who 
have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  for  ninety 
days  and  remained  loyal,  may  enter  160  instead 
of  eighty  acres  of  double  minimum  lands.  The 
fees  above  for  entering  Homestead,  apply  to 
surveyed  lands  in  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Iowa, 
Missouri,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Da- 
kotab,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Ar 
kansas,  Florida,  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois.  In 
California,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Colorado,  New 
Mexico,  Washington  Territory  Arizona,  Idaho. 
Utah,  Wyoming  and  Montana,  the  fees  are  $22 
instead  of  *18.  A  settler  haring  filed  a  pre¬ 
emption  declaration,  may  change  his  filing  into 
Homestead,  and  receive  the  benefit  of  the 
Homestead  laws.  If  a  Homestead  settler  does 
not  wish  to  remain  five  years  on  his  land  before 
obtaining  title,  he  may  pay  for  it  in  cash  or 
Land  Warrants.  Lands  obtained  under  the 
Homestead  laws  are  exempt  from  liability  for  ; 
debts  contracted  prior  to  the  issuing  of  the 
patent.
